The driver of the car, from 
Handsworth, was arrested 
on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving 
and released on police bail. 

Police have appealed for 
witnesses to the crash. 

Sgt Chris Jones, of the 
West Midlands Police Colli¬ 
sion Investigation Unit, 
said: “Mr Bradley was one of 
four children. 

“His parents have des¬ 
cribed him as a gentle giant 
who was loved by family and 
friends alike. They have 
asked for privacy at this time 
of grieving.”

£239k SCHEME TO 
BEAT METAL THEFT

COUNCIL chiefs are stepping up the war on metal theft in 
Sandwell by replacing stolen drain covers with cheaper 
plastic alternatives. 

The authority has launched a tender process to find a company to do the work over the 
next four years, with the contract expected to be worth around £239,000. 

The Rising cost of scrap metal has sent thefts of copper and lead soaring. War memorials, 
homes and traffic light cables have been targeted. Sandwell councillors say the dangers to 
the public caused by the theft of manhole and drain covers mean that swift and decisive 

action is required.

Project will 
mean delays 
on the roads 

A MAJOR route into West Bromwich town 
centre is closing for 10 weeks as part of a 
regeneration scheme. 

Cronehills Linkway is closing to allow con¬ 
struction on the extension of the town 
square. Bus services will be diverted to the 
new Tesco ringway. 

During the closure, access to the car park 
for disabled people, opposite The Public arts 
centre, will be from Cronehills Linkway for 
the first five weeks and then from New 
Street for the last five weeks. Drivers are 
being warned to expect delays. 

The Reform Street and Overend Street 
junction is being resurfaced as part of the 
£20 million Eastern Gateway scheme, 
which is due to be completed in 2014. 

Letters have been sent to residents and 
businesses explaining how the work will be 
done. 

The Eastern Gateway Scheme will see 
three acres of land off Overend Street rede¬ 
veloped. It will offer 69 private and afford¬ 
able two, three and four-bedroom homes 
and apartments, and green space. There 
will also be a new office and retail building 
on the corner of High Street and Bull Street. 

The borough’s economy boss Councillor 
Ian Jones said: “With any development you 
are bound to get some kind of disruption.” 


The borough has 30,000 drain covers and 
has had more than 300 stolen since Septem¬ 
ber last year. 

It costs around £400 to replace a stolen 
metal drain cover and frame. Plastic covers 
vary from £45 to £75. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
neighbourhoods services head, said money 
for plastic replacements was coming from 
an under-spend in his budget. 

He said the move was necessary because 
of “idiots stealing covers and causing a 
danger to people”. 

The move comes on the back of other pio¬ 
neering initiatives being used in the 
borough. 

Property 

Metal thefts in Tipton are down by 60 per 
cent thanks to a scheme in which items can 
be marked with a postcode with a special 
liquid called Smart Water. 

The DNA-based liquid can be used to 
mark all property. When placed under ultra¬ 
violet light the liquid, which is invisible to 
the eye and cannot be removed, glows fluo¬ 
rescent yellow. It also contains a unique 
forensic code, so any stolen property 
marked with it can be checked on a database 
and traced to its owner. 

Since the liquid was applied to metal 
goods, reports of thefts have dramatically 
decreased in Tipton. 

The police are working with Sandwell’s 
Business Improvement District and the 
council to encourage businesses to mark 
their metal to reduce theft in the borough. 

Officers are training members of the busi¬ 
nesses community to use a Martec printer 
which permanently prints on to metal. The 
only way to remove the mark is to grind it 
off. 


SANDWELL’S new mayor, Councillor Keith 
Davies, was ushered in by town crier Adrian 
Holmes . 

Councillor Davies nominated his two char¬ 
ities for his year in office as Help For Heroes 
and Different Strokes, at Sandwell Hospital. 
He was a victim of a stroke, and thanked his 
speech therapist Deborah Gray as he was 
made mayor. 

He added: “I shall endeavour to represent 


the people of Sandwell. It is a real honour 
bestowed on me and through me to the 
people of Smethwick, whom I represent.” 

His wife, Hateley Heath Councillor Pat 
Davies, accepted the chains of office to act as 
mayoress. New deputy mayor is Councillor 
Vic Sylvester. Outgoing mayor and deputy 
mayor Joyce Underhill and Ann Shackleton 
were thanked for their efforts at the mayor¬ 
making ceremony. 


Leisure 
centre is 
urgent 
for town 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
leisure centre is to be built in 
Wednesbury, council bosses 
have revealed. 

Urgent plans are being 
drawn up for a new swim¬ 
ming pool complex in 
Wednesbury to replace the 
ageing centre. It will be built 
on the same site. 

The move follows the 
closure for the last six 
months of Wednesbury 
Leisure Centre’s two pools 
for maintenance work, 
including asbestos removal. 

During routine repairs 
significant maintenance and 
structural problems were 
found which have put the 
facility beyond economic 
repair. 

Council chiefs say they 
will now fast-track the build¬ 
ing of a new centre - and 
have asked deputy leader 
Councillor Steve Eling and 
the working group deliver¬ 
ing the new Tipton and West 
Bromwich pools to take this 
forward. 

Councillor Eling said: “We 
will be able to provide a 
modern, energy-efficient 
centre which can give people 
in Wednesbury new, high- 
quality facilities to replace 
the current pools, which are 
around 40 years old. 

“This is the value-for- 
money option for the future. 

“The working group will 
now plan the design, cost 
and timescale for the new 
leisure centre.” 

Project to 
get started 

THE starting pistol has been 
fired for an £18m leisure, 
health centre in Oldbury. 

Work will start soon on 
the Portway Lifestyle 
Centre, due to open in 2013. 

The council and Sandwell 
Primary Care Trust have 
signed agreements with 
Sandwell LiftCo, a partner¬ 
ship which invests in health 
and social care projects. 

The council and PCT have 
also signed contracts with 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, 
which will operate the 
centre. The project won 
£1.5m of Lottery funding.

Quality of 
teaching 
at school 
is praised 

OFSTED inspectors visited 
St Mary’s Catholic Primary 
School, Wednesbury, and 
said achievement in design 
and technology, the quality 
of the curriculum and the 
effectiveness of manage¬ 
ment were “satisfactory”. 

They said the quality of 
teaching was “good”.

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School is 
counting 
raid cost 

THIEVES who used rocks to 
smash their way into a 
Wednesbury school have left 
a repair bill of thousands of 
pounds at least. 

Almost 200 pupils had to 
stay at home after the 
hooded youths broke into 
Mesty Croft Academy to 
take laptops and other 
equipment. 

The school has forked out 
£800 on new glazing and has 
also replaced two projectors 
costing £1,100 and two 
laptops costing £750. 

But there are now fears 
more cash might have to be 
spent on carpets, because of 
tiny shards of glass. 

Headteacher Andrew 
Kirby said: “We are still 
waiting for a decision from 
the insurance company on 
whether to replace four 
classroom carpets.” 

About 180 pupils aged 
seven to 11 were told to stay 
at home for the day after the 
break-in last month. 

Three thieves are thought 
to have scaled a fence in the 
early hours and used boul¬ 
ders to smash through the 
double-glazed doors of four 
classrooms. It is understood 
they were disturbed and ran 
off. 

Police were called to the St 
Luke’s Road building to find 
a pile of equipment in the 
school playground next to 
the fence, which is about 8ft 
high. Mr Kirby said an anti¬ 
climb substance had since 
been applied to the fence to 
boost security. 

No-one has yet been 
charged or arrested. 

Praise for 
cleaner 
over gun 

A CLEANER at a Wednes¬ 
bury primary school who 
called 999 after spotting 
what she thought was a 
gunman, has been praised 
by a councillor. 

Armed officers swooped 
on Old Park Primary after 
the woman raised the alarm 
last week, and the gunman 
turned out to be a man with 
an air rifle. 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “You 
can’t take any chances with 
this kind of thing. I applaud 
them for acting quickly.” 

Armed officers attended 
after the 999 call at 7.30am. 

The man had been spotted 
getting out of his car carry¬ 
ing what was thought to be a 
gun case. No offences were 
committed but the rifle was 
confiscated. 


Woman who fiddled £55,000 is spared jail 


A BENEFITS cheat from the Black 
Country who pocketed almost £55,000 
after lying about living with her 
partner has been spared jail. 

Marie O’Mahony claimed income 
support, council tax benefit and housing 
benefit on the basis that she was unem¬ 
ployed and living alone. 

But after an anonymous tip-off to 
Sandwell Council, investigators found she 
had been lying and was living with partner 
Andrew Hollins. 

Wolverhampton Crown Curt heard that 


she fraudulently claimed £23,340.72 in 
housing and council tax benefit, and 
£31,291.69 in income support from Septem¬ 
ber 2007 until last June. 

Recorder Mark Jackson handed her a 
nine-month prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months. 

O’Mahony, aged 28, of Coppice Road, 
Cradley Heath, began claiming benefits in 
2003. 

She failed to notify the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP) and Sandwell 
Council that Mr Hollins moved in to her 
home in September 2007. 


Mr Zaheer Afzal, prosecuting, told the 
court that on numerous occasions after that 
date O’Mahony was asked to sign forms 
which stated she was living alone, which she 
did. 

“The council received an anonymous 
referral that she was living with her 
partner,” Mr Afzal said. 

Allegation 

“Investigators went to her address and 
she told them she was living with her chil¬ 
dren and that the father had nothing to with 
them. 


“A further allegation was received that 
she was living with her partner. 

“An officer attended her address again 
and the door was answered by Andrew 
Hollins who described himself as a good 
friend, but he appeared nervous.” 

O’Mahony admitted in interview that she 
had been living with Mr Hollins since 2007. 
Mr Ben Close, defending, said she was 
repaying the cash at £20 a week. 

O’Mahony admitted six charges of benefit 
fraud. She was ordered to complete 200 
hours of unpaid work and pay £500 costs. 


Shoppers saddened as 
WHSmith is closed down 


SHOPPERS in West Bromwich 
told of their sadness as 
WHSmith closed its doors for 
the last time, after 35 years in 
the town. 

People said they were disappointed to 
see yet another big brand name disap¬ 
pear from the town. 

They are calling on company bosses to 
open an outlet in the new £200 million 
Tesco development. 

WHSmith bosses revealed last month 
that the High Street store was to be 
closed down. 

They also said that all seven staff had 
been given the opportunity to redeploy 
to other shops in the area. 

On Saturday large posters covered the 
doors telling customers that the shop 
would shut for good, at 5.30pm that day. 

Mother-of-two Tracey Rilett, aged 37, 
of Charlemont Crescent, West 
Bromwich, said: “It is just awful to see 
another High Street shop close, we have 
just lost so many.” 

Wendy Whitehouse from Stone Cross 
who was shopping with her son George, 
aged 11, said she had fond memories of 
WHSmith. 

Longest 

The 43-year-old said: “I remember 
when this shop had a record section at 
the back. I used to come here for my 
music. The town used to be known for its 
High Street, it was one of the longest in 
the country.” 

Susan Lloyd from Bilston said: “It is 
very sad, but people are going to other 
shops that are cheaper.” 

Accountant Nigel Hadley, from Sand- 
field Road in West Bromwich said he 
hoped WHSmith would return to the 
town soon. The 56-year-old said: “I don’t 
come here too often, and if I go shopping 
I tend to go into Birmingham. 

There just isn’t that much here any 
more.” 

Father-of-two RichardPortman said 
he has been shopping in the store for 
more than 15 years. 

The 54-year-old said: “It’s awful, I 
come here to get my magazines. There is 
nowhere else in the town that you can 
get specialist magazines, or quality sta¬ 
tionery.”

Spokesman Balvinder 
Paneser said: “We are 
waiting for the result but we 
have our fingers crossed. 

“We should be finding out 
some time in July. ” 

Organisers will make no 
final decision about the pro¬ 
posed location of the school 
until the Government 
approves the plans. 

If successful the school is 
eventually expected to 
accommodate 870 pupils 
and create 160 jobs. 

The Sikh ethos school will 
be open to pupils from all 
backgrounds.

News and Convenience in 
Cross Lane also had its 
licence revoked. A joint oper¬ 
ation with police and 
revenue and customs last 
year, which was led by 
trading standards, found 
both shops selling illegal 
spirits. 

Costcutter’s illegal spirits 
consisted of non-duty paid 
whisky and fake vodka. 

Meanwhile Great Barr 
News was found to have 90 
bottles of illegal whisky and 
vodka on its shelves. 

Chemical 

In addition, the licensing 
panel also heard that Great 
Barr News had sold alcohol 
to a 16-year-old, before the 
raid by trading standards. 

In both cases, the fake 
vodka was found to be con¬ 
taminated with high level of 
methanol, a chemical used 
to make anti-freeze and 
some fuels. 

Councillor Peter Allen, 
chairman of Sandwell 
Council’s licensing commit¬ 
tee, said: “Alcohol licence 
holders need to be aware 
they are accountable for the 
authenticity of alcohol in 
their stores. Trading in 
counterfeit and non-duty 
paid alcohol is against the 
law. Drinking counterfeit 
alcohol can have serious 
health risks.”

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The last chance 
saloon for clubs

WORKING men’s clubs were once 
the social fabric of our nation. 

In popular sitcoms of the 1970s, charac¬ 
ters such as Selwyn Froggitt rarely seemed 
to be out of them. Comedians like Jim 
Bowen, Mike Reid and Charlie Williams, 
built careers in them. 

Today, these great British institutions are 
disappearing fast. Thirty years ago there 
were 4,000 clubs dotted around the UK. 
Now there are 2,000. 

“I would say we have lost around 20 per 
cent of our clubs over the last seven or eight 
years,” says Malcolm Edwards, secretary of 
the Midland Counties Entertainment 
Council. 

Malcolm speaks from experience. Brier ley 
Hill Labour Club, where he was a member 
for 30 years, closed in 2010. He is now 
involved with Netherton Sports and Social 
Club, formerly Netherton Liberal Club. 

As the Working Men’s Club and Institute 
Union (CIU) marks its 150th anniversary 
this year, the number of clubs in the West 
Midlands is down to 119, compared to 211 in 
1998. Malcolm fears for the future of 
remaining clubs He says: “In two to three 
years’ time there will be 50 per cent of the 
clubs in this region.” 


He says teenagers no longer come to clubs 
with their parents. 

“Our son was brought up with social 
clubs, but he wouldn’t be seen dead in them 
now. He’s 26.” 

Ruth Cherrington, who runs the Clubhis- 
torians.co.uk website, grew up with the 
West Midland social club scene and is 
writing a book about them. 

She said: “The clubs which are doing well 
are doing things like putting Indie music 
nights on to bring younger people in. They 
have to look at doing things like the curry 
nights, or Sunday lunches. 

Function room 

One of the more radical changes has taken 
place at Codsall Legionaires Club. 

After finding itself in financial difficulties 
18 months ago, the club allowed its function 
room to be turned into a pet shop. Member 
Glynne Owen already owned a pet shop in 
the village, and when he wanted to expand, 
he bought the room from the club. 

“It’s worked well for everyone,” says club 
president Dicky Bennett. 

Ideas about saving clubs may vary but one 
thing everyone agree on - our communities 
will be much the poorer if we lose them.

SANDWELL residents are 
being given the chance to

£500 to run community 
events or projects. 

The scheme, called Com¬ 
munity Chest, comes from 
Sandwell Homes, the organ¬ 
isation responsible for man¬ 
aging 29,000 homes on 
behalf of Sandwell Council.

The Sandwell figure is still being dis¬ 
cussed, but most of the additional 
spaces are being offered in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Schools there are adding 95 places in 
September 2013. Dudley Council has 


set aside 65 extra places. Staffordshire 
County Council bosses have said they 
are offering at least 25 extra spaces 
next year, with the number set to rise. 

Education bosses at Sandwell 
Council are in talks to create extra 
places next September. Walsall has no 
plans. 

Extra places have been created due 
to an increase in births and a growing 
population because of immigration. 

Councillor Bob Badham is cabinet 


member for children and families in 
Sandwell. He said: “In Sandwell we are 
providing an additional 210 reception 
places for September 2012. This 
follows the provision of 125 extra 
places in 2010 and 2011. 

“This has been achieved through the 
expansion of existing accommodation 
and is reliant on Government funding. 

“Work is now on going to identify 
more reception places for September

A SCHEME which offers jobseekers 
placements to give them skills to get 
into work has taken place in Sandwell. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust has been working on 
a pilot with Jobcentre Plus to offer the 
placements. 

After an eight-week pilot at Sandwell 
Hospital the trust now wants to try the 
programme at Rowley Regis and City 
Hospital in Birmingham.

Move to splash out £150,000 
on children's water play area 


A £150,000 children’s water- 
play and splashpad will be 
installed at a West Bromwich 
park undergoing a multi¬ 
million pound restoration. 

Sandwell Council is now advertising 
for firms to install the feature at Dart¬ 
mouth Park under a £150,000 contract 
with work due to last six weeks. 

The park, off Lloyd Street, is under¬ 
going a £6.3 million restoration project 
led by the Friends of Dartmouth Park 
group. 


The feature will replace a small chil¬ 
dren’s play area. 

Firms are being asked to come up 
with innovative designs to allow a 
variety of age groups to play on the 
splashpad. It is hoped the work can be 
finished between July and August. 

Friends group secretary Carol 
Harthill said: “We’d always said we 
wanted some sort of water play in the 
park because in its glory days, the pools 
were always so popular. 

“It seems a really exciting idea.” 

The work at Dartmouth Park is part 


of a Heritage Lottery-funded revamp. 
The final stage of the project is already 
under way. 

It will include a new car park, new 
fishing platforms and the entrance to 
the park on Reform Street will also be 
revamped, project manager John 
Satchwell said. 

Pavilion 

The new 60-space car park will be 
built off New Street, in a currently 
unused depot. 

These final developments are part of 


a long list of refurbishments that have 
been made at the park thanks to the 
Heritage Lottery funding. 

A new £900,000 Dartmouth Park 
Pavilion has also been built. The four 
storey, oak-clad building has a cafe, 
toilets, events room, viewing tower, 
external walkway and an office. 

The children’s playground has 
undergone a £200,000 refurbishment, 
new trampolines, giant hamster 
wheels, a Viking swing and a round¬ 
about.

Parking move has hit 
business, say traders 


PARKING restrictions in 
Smethwick are hitting traders’ 
takings, it has been claimed. 

The restrictions prevent drivers from 
stopping for more than an hour and ban 
parking competely in the mornings. 

The measures, which came into force 
seven months ago, apply down one side 
of High Street, opposite the Red Cow 
pub. They mean people cannot park at 
7am-9.30am or at 4.30pm-7pm, and 
cannot stop for longer than an hour 
outside of those times. 

Businesses claim that regular cus¬ 
tomers have stopped travelling to the 
area. They say shoppers who struggle to 
walk have abandoned High Street 
because they prefer to go to shops where 
they can park easily. 

But the council’s leader said the 
restrictions were a compromise to avoid 
High Street being turned into a red route 
for better traffic flow, which would have 
stopped parking there altogether. 

Uday Savani, a father-of-two who has 
run Michaels Chemist for 25 years, said: 
“People’s livelihoods are at stake so we 
need a better system or some off-street 
car parking, or there is no point for a 
business to be on the High Street.” 

Jenny Chan, a mother-of-one who has 
run Dragon House Chinese takeaway for 
15 years, said her takings were down by 
a quarter since restrictions came in. 

But council leader Darren Cooper 
said: “We have to be fair to everybody. 
There were problems before that no 
shoppers could park because people left 
their cars there all day, and there was no 
room for anyone else.”

School club told to improve 
after criticism from Ofsted 


Church set 
to celebrate 

THOUSANDS of people are expected to 
descend on a Wednesbury church as 
part of celebrations marking the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 

Worshippers have organised a fair in 
the courtyard at St Bartholomew’s 
Church in Church Hill from 2pm to 5pm 
on June 3. It will feature live music and 
carnival-style stalls. 

The church will be among thousands 
of venues lighting a beacon at 10pm and 
there will be a service at 9.30am. 

The Rev Tim Vasby-Burnie said: 
“The church has always embraced 
national celebrations. We want to put 
on an event where the entire town can 
get involved. We want to make it a gift 
for the town and provide a space where 
people can celebrate.” 


A TIVIDALE out of hours 
school club has been criti¬ 
cised by Ofsted inspectors. 

The inspectors found that the 
Oakham club had failed to inform 
Ofsted of staff changes. 

There was criticism that the 
youngest children were making poor 
progress, and the activities provided 
for them descibed as mundane. 

The club is held in a classroom at 
Oakham Primary School before and 
after the school day, but is separate to 


the school and is run by its own man¬ 
agement committee. 

It has been given a notice to improve. 

Ofsted inspector Patricia Dawes who 
visited the club on April 19 found that 
the “children are not adequately safe¬ 
guarded”. 

She said: “The provider failed to 
notify Ofsted of a change to the person 
who is managing the early years provi¬ 
sion and of changes to the manage¬ 
ment committee. It is a legal 
requirement to do so.” 

The inspector said in her report that 


she would take no further action on 
this matter and found that in other 
respects the children were safeguarded 
because checks were undertaken on 
staff. 

Improving 

But she found there were limited 
resources at the club and nowhere for 
the youngsters to relax. She said: “This 
has the potential for children to 
become bored and un-motivated.” 

She said staff demonstrated a posi¬ 
tive attitude to improving outcomes for 


children, and were friendly and sup¬ 
portive. She found that the children 
were gaining awareness of other cul¬ 
tures and traditions, and enjoyed 
playing outdoors. 

But Ms Dawes said the children were 
making poor progress in learning and 
development. 

She added: “All children are involved 
in activities, however, they are limited 
in range and are mundane.” 

Representatives from the club 
declined to comment on the report.

A SMETHWICK drug dealer 
whose cocaine haul was found 
in a Corn Flakes box has been 
ordered to pay back just a fifth 
of the £100,000 he made. 

Jaswinder Singh Johal was jailed for 
six years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in 2009 after a trial found him 
guilty of possessing cocaine with intent 
to supply. 

His crimes generated £95,187.76p. 
But at a Proceeds of Crime hearing, the 
39-year-old was ordered to pay back just 
£18,778 because he has no other avail¬ 
able assets. 

Recovery 

Judge Helen Hughes, presiding over 
the hearing at Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates’ Court, said: “I make an order of 
£18,778 and I allow a period of six 
months for it to be collected.” 

Johal’s crimes were uncovered by 
police after he was shot in the leg. He has 
made a good recovery. 

But when officers went to his home in 
William Road to investigate the shooting 
they found the cocaine and cash. The 
cocaine had a purity rating of 67 per 
cent. 

He later failed in an appeal to have his 
sentence cut. 

Police spokesman Lee Page said: “The 
Proceeds of Crime Act gives the police an 
invaluable opportunity to ensure those 
who benefit financially from crime do 
not get to enjoy their ill-gotten gains.”

IF YOU are in the market to buy a crossover 
type vehicle you will probably head straight 
for Nissan and look at the Qashqai as it is the 
market leader, but and it is a big but, I would 
like you to consider having a look at the Mit¬ 
subishi ASX. 

The name Mitsubishi immediately creates visions of 
superb off-road vehicles almost akin to Land Rover in their 
ability to go anywhere and do anything. 

Think Mitsubishi and you might think Shogun or Out- 


lander and in fact it is the Outlander that has most of the 
pedigree for the ASX. 

The ASX is actually built on the same platform as the 
Outlander so practicality and versatility are some of the key 
features of the ASX. The wheelbase is the same as the Out¬ 
lander the passenger space in the ASX is superb, absolutely 
acres of space for a family to enjoy the vehicle and of course 
with the extra ride height that this type of vehicle gives you 


it makes for enjoyable driving for all members of the family. 

I have to be honest and I need to get it out of the way early 
on in the report that I fell in love with the ASX, it is one of 
those vehicles that as soon as I sat in it I felt immediately 
comfortable. 

The awful cliche that everything felt to hand is just so 
correct with this particular vehicle. Rarely in the past and I 
must drive dozens and dozens of vehicles a year have I felt 
so immediately comfortable. It had of course an added 
bonus that it is possible to choose between two and 4WD and 
Mitsubishi delivered the vehicle to me just prior to Easter 
when we had that deluge of snow and as a trip to the Peak 
District was planned. What better vehicle to take myself 
and family to the Peak District? 

I think I have said this before, if I was buying this type of 
vehicle I would always go for the 4WD option. I cannot see 
the point in buying this type of vehicle merely as a 2WD, it 
is almost ‘look at me look at what I have got’. To me the 4WD 
option which is on the ASX is electronically controlled, so 
you have the economy of running it normally in 2WD but 
when the going gets tough electronically you can switch to 
4WD motion. 

There is a choice of two engines, a 1.6-litre petrol produc¬ 
ing 115 bhp or as in my case a 1.8-litre turbo diesel produc¬ 
ing a very healthy 147 bhp. A five-speed manual gearbox is 
fitted to the petrol and the diesel has a six-speed manual 
gearbox, the diesel is also available with an electronically 
controlled 4WD system. 

The level of equipment on the whole of the range is quite 
extensive for example standard equipment includes alloy 
wheels, air conditioning auto/stop and go, active stability 
control, traction control, a keyless entry system, ABS 
brakes with electronic brake distribution and assist, a 
plethora of air bags including front, side and curtains, and 
I liked the fact that the steering wheel has a tilt and a tele¬ 
scopic method of getting you comfortable in the multi- 
adjustable front seats. 

There are three trim levels badged simplistically as 2, 3 
and 4, 2 being the entry, 3 gains a fully automatic air condi¬ 
tioning system and one touch starting, it also benefits with 
cruise control, heated seats, privacy glass and the controls 
are now mounted on the steering wheel. 

Dynamics 

The top of the specification ASX4 benefits from leather 
seats and Kenwood in-car entertainment which contains an 
iPod and satellite navigation and a reversing camera. For 
me the entry level would tick all the boxes that I need. 

Mitsubishi have not overlooked safety features and the 
vehicle is Euro NCap as a 5*. Certain other features include 
extensive use of energy dispersion structuring and I do like 
the fact that Mitsubishi have tried to safeguard pedestrian 
injury aspects by including plastic front wings and energy 
absorbing front bumpers these may also feature if you do 
take the vehicle off-road and on a hill descent nudge things 
that you shouldn’t really be doing. 

The performance and driving dynamics of the ASX were 
very rewarding, as previously mentioned a weekend trip to 
the Peak District enabled some off-roading on the snowy 
terrain, some dual carriageways and hilly roads in and 
around the hills near to the highest village in England, 
Flash the vehicle coped admirably at all times. 

A healthy amount of luggage space could be incorporated 
and I particularly liked the little section underneath the 
boot floor that could be raised to hide valuable items. 

The performance aspects of my particular diesel deriva¬ 
tive allowed for a 0 - 60 in 10 seconds, a top speed where 
legal of 123 mph. Mitsubishi suggest that the combined fuel 
figure should be in the vicinity of 49 mpg, I managed to 
achieve 53 mpg according to the on-board computer which 
for a vehicle of this size and stature I find excellent and to 
beat the manufacturers figures is a brilliant result. Sadly 
the CO emissions on both the petrol and the diesel are not 
low and therefore cheap road tax is not going to be a feature. 

Mitsubishi want the vehicle to be serviced at intervals of 
a mere 12 months and this will add to the running costs and 
is a little unusual, but they do operate a service plan at £450 
for petrol and £650 for the diesel. The ASX has an unlimited 
mileage warranty, 12 year anti-corrosion and a three year 
Roadside Assistance package. 

With prices starting at a low £15,999 and topping out at 
£24,699 for the ASX4 diesel 4x4, you will certainly find a 
vehicle that should tick all the boxes.

The school is based at the Ormiston Forge 
Academy in Cradley Heath and Hickman’s 
daughters are both part of the fully-qualified 
instructor staff in Natalie, 35, and Leanne, 25, 
while his wife Diane is club secretary. 

Even his grandchildren are starting to get 
involved in the club in Emily, 7, and two-year-old 
Jack, who has had to get a pair of kickboxing 
gloves especially made for him!

He said: “I would now have to wait nine years 
to be considered for my ninth dan and there’s cer¬ 
tainly no ninth or tenth dans in kickboxing!

Hatton refuses to rule 
out a pact with warren 


RICKY HATTON today vowed to ‘fight on’ as a promoter despite 
ending his relationship with Sky Sports - and could even reunite with 
“old enemy” Frank Warren. 

The pair acrimoniously split in 2005 when Hatton was a world champion and Warren 
was his manager and have seldom seen eye-to-eye since. 

When Hatton was exposed as a cocaine user and went into rehab in September 2010, 
Warren called for him to be banned as both a promoter and fighter. 

But both have since broke away from Sky Sports, Warren to start his own television 
channel in BoxNation while Hatton was dropped from their coverage last month.

And ‘the Hitman’ - speak¬ 
ing from a sportsman’s 
dinner at Aston Villa’s Holte 
Suite - personally name- 
checked his old adversary. 

Hatton promotes his last 
show for Sky Sports on June 
16 and is free to join forces 
with any of the station's 
rivals after that. 

He said: “I am positive, to 
say the least. When you look 
at the champions and chal¬ 
lengers I have got and you 
look at my rivals, I am at an 
even keel. 

“I am also training fight¬ 
ers as well, I am in the gym 
every day. 

“The boxing world doesn’t 
stop with Sky Sports, we 
have got some other chan¬ 
nels to go at. 

“Channel Five have been 
doing a lot just lately and I 
have been impressed. Even 
BoxNation is getting more 
and more popular now. 

“I know Frank Warren is 
my old enemy but I have 
never said that I wouldn’t 
work with him. 

“ESPN are doing a little 
bit, ITV could come back 
again - all sorts of things 
could happen.” 

Hatton has also had to 


deal with a storm in his own 
camp, as well, relating to the 
Ryan Rhodes and Sergey 
Rabchenko bout on his show 
for June 16. 

The 33-year-old is train¬ 
ing Rabchenko to go against 
a fighter he manages in 
Rhodes, which has drawn 
the ire of Dave Coldwell in 
the opposite corner. 

Hatton admitted to being 
“hurt” by the criticism of his 
involvement in the Euro¬ 
pean light middleweight 
title fight and insists he is 
doing nothing wrong. 

He said: “As a promoter, I 
will be there for the pair of 
them. 

“The winner gets a world 
title and I will rebuild the 
other fighter’s career. 

“It’s not an ideal situation 
and it’s not one I have liked 
- there’s been a few com¬ 
ments about me which I 
have not been happy about - 
but Ryan is my pal.” 

Meanwhile, Hatton 
declared David Haye and 
Dereck Chisora are not 
doing “anything wrong” by 
arranging to settle their dif¬ 
ferences in the ring. 


The bitter heavyweight 
rivals will clash in a contest 
non-sanctioned by the 
British Boxing Board of 
Control on July 14, but 
ordered by the Luxembourg 
Boxing Federation. 

It could set a precedent 
and the tremors are being 
felt on the world stage - the 
WBC have warned both 
fighters could be expelled 
from their umbrella. 

But more than 20,000 
tickets have been shifted for 
the fight at West Ham’s 
Upton Park and the interest 
is only picking up speed. 

And Manchester hero 
Hatton, who drew 55,000 
fans at what is now the 
Etihad Stadium in 2008, 
admits the bigwigs are pow¬ 
erless to stop the fight. 

He said: “Neither Frank 
Warren, David Haye or 
Dereck Chisora are doing 
anything wrong, but the 
board must be a bit gutted. 

“They have said how they 
are not happy and they 
should be punished and they 
are serious about it but they 
are not breaking any rules.”

GERMAN coach Ralf Rangnick has spoken to 
Albion about succeeding Roy Hodgson. 

The 53-year-old German made contact with the Baggies 
about their vacant head coach’s role during sporting direc¬ 
tor Dan Ashworth’s hunt for Hodgson’s successor. 

However, he is unlikely to land the job. Birmingham boss 
Chris Hughton remains the favourite with Albion expected 
to approach their West Midlands neighbours for permission 
to speak to the former Newcastle chief. 


But the Baggies are 
known to have sounded out a 
number of managers, with 
Rangnick among the 
intriguing names to lodge an 
interest with the club. 

Sources in Europe con¬ 
firmed that Albion spoke to 
the German, who has also 
been linked with the mana¬ 
gerial vacancy at Belgian 
club Anderlecht and is 
believed to have turned 
down the chance to manage 
Besiktas in Turkey. 

However, the Baggies are 
not believed to be pursuing 
him at this stage.

Rangnick’s CV has simi¬ 
larities with Hodgson’s as 
the former midfielder has 
built a career in coaching 
and management despite 
failing to make the grade as 
a professional player. 

He has been out of work 
since last September, when 
he ended his second spell in 
charge of Schalke, citing 
exhaustion, but has recently 
signalled he is ready to 
return to work. 

He was one of a host of 
managers sounded out by 
the Baggies. Albion spoke to 
former Chelsea boss Claudio 
Ranieri while Wigan’s 
Roberto Martinez is 
admired at The Hawthorns. 

Meanwhile, Albion are 
monitoring a group of goal¬ 
keepers including Scot-
